“Mr. Lewis is en tirely wron g 
in his prophecy . 
My sources of 
in formation in d icate that at the 
presen t time there is n ot a man 
in sight to take his (Roosevelt’s) 
place in either party .” 
Sen ator Wheeler d isputed the 
claim by Lewis that the Democrat­ 
ic party an d the Roosevelt ad min ­ 
istration had n ot kept faith with 
labor.”

min B which p rev ents certain 
nerv e disorders and that p ork 
liv er is the richest source of iron, 
which makes it a v aluable food 
in the p rev ention and treatment 
of anemia. 
Pork is also v ery v aluable from 
the standp oint of the lard which 
it 
p roduces. 
The 
av erage 
hog 
p roduces about 15 p er cent of its 
edible p art in lard which is tho 
richest known source of certain 
unsaturated fatty acids necessary 
for growth and health. 
No other household fat eq uals 
lard for p roducing growth. Lard 
is also v aluable in the diet as a 
p rotectiv e agency against certain 
skin conditions and p erhap s most 
interesting—it ranks high among 
food fats in digestibility. It is 
97 p er cent digestible. 
For those who p rocure their 
own lard it is inexp ensiv e, while 
for those who buy it—it is still 
inexp ensiv e. Some of the v ege­ 
table comp ounds are as much as 
twice as exp ensiv e as is lard.

Sources of Vitamin B1 Are 
Classified In Department Of 
Agriculture Study

abou t the importance of v itamin 
Bl, in the diet that people are 
getting more inttresled in the 
names

Vitamin Bl, is particu larly asso­ 
ciated with v ariou s forms of neu ­ 
ritis. 
Alcoholics w^ho tak e an in­ 
su fficient amou nt of foods hav e 
neu ritis, w'hich is reliev ed by v ita 
min Bl. 
We once thou ght that v itamin B 
was a single v itamin, bu t now we 
talk abou t the v itamin B complex . 
It has been div ided into v itamin 
Bl, which is the antineu ritic and 
antiberiberi v itamin, and into the 
v itamin B2 complex . The v itamin 
B2 complex inclu des not only ribo­ 
flav in, bu t also v itamin B2 asso­ 
ciated with certain forms of der­ 
matitis. 
Vitamin B2 differs from all oth­ 
er v itamins in that it contains su l-

Recently , au thorities in the De 
partment of Agricu ltu re made an 
ex tensiv e stu dy of foods pu rchased 
in an open m ark et in Washington, 
D. C., in order to find ou t ju st 
how mu ch v itamin B2 each of 
these foods wou ld su pply . 
As a 
resu lt of their inv estigations, they 
hav e classified all of the food pu r­ 
chased as ex cellent, good, fair or 
pu re sou rces cf v itamin B2.

By

classification 
“ex cel­ 
lent” sou rces of v itamin B2, in 
- 1 
elu de lima beans, cow peas, oat­ 
meal, peanu ts, pork chops, and 
also pork in the form of ham or 
smok ed pork , and soy beans. 
“Good” sou rces inclu de green 
lima 
beans, 
dried 
nav y 
beans, 
white cornmeal, egg y olk , the milk 
powders, green peas, whole ry e, 
English walnu ts and whole wheat. 
Among “fair” sou rces of v itamin 
B2 appear a wide v ariety of v ege­ 
tables and su ch meats as lean 
beef, lamb and liv er. 
Fru its are inclu ded among the 
“poor” sou rces of v itamin B2. 
These facts shou ld gu ide peo­ 
ple in choosing their diets. 
For 
the treatment of disease, howev er, 
it is probably far more certain to 
depend on the nu merou s ex cellent 
pu re preparations of v itamin B2 
that are now obtainable as dru gs. 
These can be prescribed by the 
phy sician in the dosages requ ired 
when the v itamin deficiency has 
been scientifically determined.
